OFFICE OF THE CITY CLERK - PROJECTS and STATUS 
Elections - 


Staff attended the Future of California Elections 2016 "Building Partnerships for a Stronger 
Democracy" seminar on February 25 and 26. 

Staff conducted a community college outreach blitz at LA Valley College on February 22, 23 and 
24. They gave 19 classroom presentations and registered 129 voters. 

2016 Neighborhood Council (NC) Elections - 

The candidate filing period for Region 4 closed on February 8 and the deadline to withdraw was 
February 22. The list of certified candidates was issued on February 23. Similarly, the candidate 
filing period for Region 2 closed on February 9, with the deadline to withdraw on February 23, and 
the list of certified candidates issued on February 24. The Westwood Neighborhood Council will 
hold an all vote-by-mail (VBM) election on June 6. Six VBM applications have been received since 
December 1.

Improvement Districts and the Annual Planning Reports for the Downtown Center and Hollywood Media District Business 
Improvement Districts.

Applications and Infrastructure - 

Per the City Attorney's request, the electronic claims form, which was developed by the City Clerk, has been replaced with the new 
City Attorney "CityLaw" claims electronic form. All online filing will now be directed to the City Attorney's website. 

Staff is setting up a pilot project for the Board of Public Work (BPW) to begin using an agenda management software. This will allow 
the BPW to create and manage their meeting agendas electronically, eliminating the traditional manual process. This is the same 
software being used to generate Council-committee agendas. 


Personnel - 


Staff is finalizing details regarding the Sick Leave Improvement Program that will be released this week. This will address employees 
who are using excess sick leave with the goal of changing that behavior. Supervisors will be required to counsel any employee who is 
abusing sick time. Since this will be an ongoing program, employees who continue to be on this list will be subject to progressive 
discipline. 


ISSUES 


The Rules, Elections, Intergovernmental Relations and Neighborhoods Committee will be hearing public comment regarding a 
proposed ballot measure aimed at restructuring the DWP governance. The first meeting is tentatively scheduled for March 3 in Van 
Nuys City Hall at 9:00 a.m.
